Father, we doe not prefentour 
(clues here before thy Maiefty, 
trailing in our owne merits, or 
worthies, but in thy manifold

aduocate to thy Maiefly,that we may obtain 
all things which fliall feemc expedient to thy 
bleficd will,for our neccflitics. Therefore we 
beleech thee (fweet Father) to turne thy lo¬ 
lling countenance towards vs,and impute not 
ynto vs our manifold irnnei and otfcnccs, 
whereby wee mod iuftly deferuc thy wrath 
and Iharpc punilhment,but rather rcceiue vs 
tothy mercy,fbr lefus Chriftsrake,accepting 
his death and palEon as a lull recompence 
for all our offences, in whom onely thou art 
pleafed,and through whom thou catill not 
be offended with vs. And feeing thatof thy 
great mercies, wee hauc quietly palled this 
night: Granr(D heauenly Father) that wee 
may bellow this day wholly in thy fcruice,fo 
that all our thoughts, words, and deedsjtnay 
redound to the gloryofthyName, and good 
enfample of all men, who feeingour good- 
works, mayglorifie thee our heauenly Fa¬ 
ther. And forafmuch asof thy meere fauour 
and louc, thou bad not onely created vs to 
thine owne flmilitude and likencffc,bu: alfo 
had choftnvsto bee heires with thydeare 
Sonne lefus Chrid, of that immortal! king- 
dome, which thou preparedd for vs before- 
the beginning of the world,vve beleech thee 
to increole our faith and knowledge, and to 
lighten our hearts with thy holy Spirit, that 
wee may (it) the meant time) line in godly 
conuerfation andintegriticoflifc, knowing 
thatidolater$,aduherers, couetous men, con¬ 
tentious perfons,druukards,gluttons,and fuch‘ 
like,fha!! not inherit the kingdomeof God. 

And becaufc i hou had commanded vs to 
pray one for another, we doe not onely make- 
lerjueft (O Lord) for our fclues,and for them 


that thou had already called to thetruevn- 
derdandingof thy heauenly will, but for all 
people and nations of the world, who as they 
know by thy wonderful works,that thou art 
God ouerall,fo they may be in drafted by thy 
holy Spirit,to beleeuc in thee,their onely Sa- 
uiourand Redeemer: but forafmuch as they 
cannot be!ecue,exccpt they heare,nor cannot 
hcarc but by preaching,and none can preach 
except he be fent: therefore (O Lord)raife vp 
faithful! didributers of thy myderies, who 
fettirig apart all worldly refpefts,rnay both in 
their life and doftrine onely feeke thy glory. 
Contrariiyjconfonnd Satan, A ntichtid,with 
all hirelings, whom thou had already cad off 
into a reprobatefenfe, that they may not by 
lefts, fchifmes, herefies, and errors, difquict 
,hy lltilc flu^k.AnJ beeaufe,0 L'ord,wee bee 
fallen into the- latter dayes and dangerous 
times, wherein ignorance hath gotten the 
Vpper hand,and Satan by his rriniflersfeekes 
byall meancsto quenchthelightofthe Gof- 
pdljWee befeech thee to maintaine thy caufc 
againd tliofe rauening Wolucs, and dreng- 
then all thy (cruants, whom they keepein 
prifonand bondage. Let notthylong-fuffe. 
ring be anoccafion, cither toincreale their 
tyranny,or to difeourage thy children.neithcr 
yet let our fins and wickednes, bee an hindc- 
rance to thy mercies-,but withfpced (0 Lord) 
confider their great mifery.For thy people If 
rael many times by their fin prouoked thine 
anger, and thou-punifliedd them by thy iud 
iudgementstyct though their fins wereneuer 
fogrieuous, if they once returned from their 
iniquity,thou receiuedd them to mercy. We 
therforc(moft wretched finners)bewailecur 
manifold fin*,andearnedly repentvsef our 
former wick'edneffe, and vngodly behauiour 
towards thee. And whereas we cannot ofour 
feluespurchafe thy pardon, yet wee humbly 
beleech thee for lefus Chriftsfake, to (hew 
thy mercy vpon vs, andreceiuc vsagaine to 
thy fauour. Grant vs (deare Father) rhfcfeour 
requcfts,and all other things ncceffary for vs, 
and thy whole Church,accordingtothy pro- 
mifein lefus Chrid our Lordtln whofenamc 
wee befeech thee,as hce hath taught vs,fay¬ 
ing, Our Father rvhifh art^&c.

The tempter came transfor¬ 
med into an Angcll oflight, and to the intent 
he fhould not dcceiueme, thou didft rebuke 
him, and to the intent Ifhould know him, 
thou didft enlighten me. For he is the great 
red Dragon, the old Serpent, called tbe Di-

For this is 
his continual! cndeuor,thi$ is his whole defirc 
to deucur the foulcs which thou haftcreated.

I bcleeue alfo and confc fle Icfus C hrifl,the 
onely Sauiourand Meflias, who being cquall 
with God,made himfelfc of no reputation,but 
tooke on him the fhape ofaferuant, and be¬ 
came man, in all things like vnto vs, except 
finne, toafturcvsofmercy and forgiuenefle: 
for when, through our Father Adams tranfc 
greffion, we wen become children of perdi¬ 
tion, there was no meanes to bring vs from the 
yokeof finne and damnation, but onely Icfus 
Chrirt out Lord, who giuing vs that by grace, 
which was his by nature, made vs through 
faith the children of God, who when that ful- 
nefle of time was come,was concerned by the 
power of the holy Ghoft, borne of the Virgin 
Mary(according to the flefh) and preached in 
the earth the Gofpcllof faluation,till atlength 
by tyranny of the Piiefts, he was giiiltlcflc 
condemned vnder Pontius Pilate, then Piefi- 
dentof Iuty, and moft flanderoufly hanged on 
•j*« Crorti, hrtwccnc two theeues, as a noto¬ 
rious trefpafler, where taking vpon him the 
punifhmcnt of our fins, hedeliucred vs from 
the curfeof the Law. 

A nd foraftnuc h as he be! ng only God,could 
not feele death, neither being onely man, 
couldOuerccme death, he ioyned both toge¬ 
ther, and fiiffred his humanity to be punifhed 
with moft cruel] death, feeling in himfclfe the 
anger and fcuere iudgement of God, cuenas 
he had beencin extreme torments of hell, 
and therefore crycd with a loud voyce, My 
God, my God, why haft thou forfaken mee? 
Thus of his mercy, without ccmpulfion, he 
offered vp himfclfe as the onely facrificc to 
purge the finnes of all the world, To that all 
other facrificcs for finne are blafphcmous, 
and derogate from the fuflicicocy hereof: 
which death albeit it did fufficicndy recon¬ 
cile vs to God, yet the Scriptures commonly 
doe attribute our regeneration to his refur- 
reflion : For as by fifing againe from the 
graue the third day, he, conquered death # 
cuenfothe viffdry i-f onr faith ftandeth in 
his refUrreflion: and therefore without the 
one, we cannot feele the benefits of thco* 
ther; For as by his death finne was taken a- 
vray,lbour righteoufneffc wasreftored by his 
refurre&ion. And beeaufe he would ancro- 
lifh all things, and rake poffeflion forvsin 
is Kingdomc,hc afeende.' into hcauen to en¬ 
large the fame Kingdorrc, by the abundant 
power ofhis fpirit, by whom wc arc molt aflu- 
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fed of his conti nUill intercefii on towards God 
the Father for vs. 

And although hi be in heauen as touching 
his corporall prefeace, where the Father hath 
now fet him at his right hand,committing vn- 
to him the adminiftrationofali things,as well 
inheauenab >ue, as in earth beneath : yetis 
he prefentwith vsh;s members, eucn to the 
end of the world, in preferuing and gouerning 
vs with his effcftuall power and grace, who 
when all things arc hilfilled,which God hath 
fpoken by the mouth of ail his Prophets,fince 
the world beganne.wiil come in the fame vifi- 
ble tot net", the wh ch liea cended, with an 
vnlpt.ikeable maiefty, power, and company, 
to ieparate the Lantbes from the G ates, the 
elect from the reprobate} fo that none, whe¬ 
ther he be aliuethen, or dead before,fhail cf- 
cape hisiudgemenr. 

Morcouer, I bele ueand confefie the holy 
-Ghoft, God equallwith the Father,and the 
Sonne, who regen-, rateth and fanftifiebvs, 
and rulcth and guideth vs vnto all truth, per- 
fwadi ig vs molt aftiiredly in our conferences 
that we be the children of God, brethren to 
Iefus Chrift, and fellow heires with him of 
life eucrlafting: yet notwith Handing it is not 
fufficientto bcleeue thatG >dij nmnipwnt 
andmercifull, that Chrift hath made fatisfa- 
■ftion ; orthat the holy Ghoft hath his power 
and effeft: except we doe apply the fame be¬ 
nefits to vs which arc Gods cleft. 

I belecue therefore and Confefleone holy 
Church, which as membersof IefusChrift, 
the onely head thereof,confenrin faith, hope, 
and charity, vfing the gifts of God, whether 
they be temporall or (pirituall, to the profit 
and furtherance of the fame: which Church 
is not feene to mans eye, but onely knowne to 
God, who of the loft Tonnes of Adam, hath 
ordained fame asvcflels of wrath to damna¬ 
tion, and hath chofcn others as veflels of his 
mercy, to be (aued: the which in due time he 
calleth to integrity of life, and godly conuer- 
fation, to make them a glorious Church in 
himfelfe. 

But that Church which isvifiblc,and feene 
to the eye,hath three tokens Sc marks where¬ 
by it may be knowne. Firft,thc Word of God, 
contained in the old and new Teftament, 
which as it is aboue the authority of the fame 
Church,and only fufficicnt to inftnift vs in all 
things concerning (aluation: fo is it left for all 
degrees of men, to read and vnderftand: For 
Without this\Vord,neither Church,Councel, 
or decree can eftablifh any point touching 
IaIuation.Thefecondis,theholy Sacraments, 
to wit of Bapriftne, and the Lords Supper, 
which SacramentsChrift hath lefc vnto vs,as 
holy fignet fcfcab of God promifes, For as by 


Baptifme onee recciueJ,is fignified that we(ai 
well infants asothersof age and difcrction) 
being (Grangers from God by originall finne, 
are recciucd into bis family and congregmion, 
with full aflurance, that although this*ootc 
of finne lie hid in vs, yet to the cleft it fliall 
not be imputed : fothc Suppcrdcclareth that 
G .id as a moft prouident Father,doth not one¬ 
ly feed our bodies, but alfo fpiritually nourilh- 
cthourfoules with the graces and benefitsof 
Iefus Chrift (which the Scripture calleth ea¬ 
ting of his flefh, and drinking cf his bloud) 
neither mull we in the adminiftraion of thefo 
Sacraments, follow mans phanrafie, bat as 
Chrift himfelfe hath ordained,fo muft they 
beminifttel.andbvfuchas by ordinary vo¬ 
cation arethereu nto called. Therefore whofo. 
cuer referueth and worflnppcth thefe Sacra¬ 
ments, or contrariwife coiitccuncth them in 
time & place,procureth himfi-lfcdamnarion* 
The third marke of this Church, tsEcclc- 
fiafticall Difeipline,which lande-h i:. admo¬ 
nition and corrcftion of faults The final' end 
whereof is excommunication, by the con Tent 
of the Church determined, if the Offender 
beobftinate. Andbefides this Ecclcfia'ricall 
Difc plinc, I acknowledge to belong to this 
Church a Poll tike Magiftrate , wh > mint- 
ftreth to cuery man mftice, defending the 
gosd,andpuaifliing theeudl. To whom we 
muft render honour and obedience in all 
things, which are not contrary to the Word 
of God. And as Mofos, Ezcchias, lofias, and 
other good rulers purged the Church of God 
from fuperftition and idolatry; fo the defence 
ofChrifts Church appertaineth to Chriftiaa 
Magiftrates, againft all Idolaters and Here- 
tickes, as Papifts, Anabaptifts, with iuch like 
lims of Antichrift, to roote out all doftrine 
ofDiuels, and men, as the Maffe, Purgatory, 
Limbupttrim, prayers to Saints, and for the 
dead, free-will,diftinftion ofmeats,appareU» 
anddaies, vowesoffinglelife, prefence at I- 
doll feruice, mans merits, with fiich like, 
which draw vs from the fociety of Chrifts 
Church, wherein ftandeth onely remifiion 
of Cones, purchafed by Chrifts bloud, to all 
them that beleeuc,whether they be Icwcs or 
Gentiles, andleadvstovainc confidence in 
creatures, and truftinourowne imagination* 
the punifhmcnt whereof, although God of¬ 
tentimes deferreth in this life,yet after the ge- 
ncrallrefijrrcftion,wheB our foules and bo¬ 
dies (hall rife againcto immortality,they (hall 
be damned to vnqucnchablc fire, & then we 
which haue forfaken all mans wifedome, to 
cleauc vnto Chrift,fhal hcare the icryful voyce. 
Come ye bleflcd of my Father, inheritethe 
Kingdome prepared for you fiom the begin¬ 
ning of the world: and Co dull go triumphi ng 

with 
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with him in bodie and (ouIe,to remaine euer- 
laftinglyin glory; where wee fhallfeeGod 
face to face, Sc Qiall no more need to inflrudl 
one another,we fhail all know him, from the 


highcil to the loweft. To whom, with th* 
Sonne,and the Holy Ghoft, be all praife,ho- 
noui,and glory,now and cuer. So be it.

Genealogies then drawnefrom them, from whom all 
are defeended, and by Gods owne warrant recorded vnto vs, mujl 
moue a Jpeciall reverence that they are hot/, and fane fromthofe 
other againjl which S. Paul writeth. tsfmongft whofe manifold 
vfes, this is the chuffJl, that by them is prooued how Chri (iwas 
made veryman. And therefore in feuerall Tablesthey areheere 
exhibited euenfrem theirfir ft roote, andfo continued through theirftreading branches,fbfane 
set the Scripture giueth them fap.In the reading whereof,let thefefew dire£Iions be thy guides.

: he Land of Gi'ead alio without Ior¬ 
dan, was 1 pofledrd by the Tfiibemtes, 
Gadiles ,and iwlfc the Tribe of CUa mf- 
fcs. The circuite of the whole but 
fmall, and yet did containc two King- 
domes of great drength, and weie 
fcarcfull to others, till they fell from 
theii God. Firft. that of Jfracl, crefted 
by h lereboam ( who rent Sdomtms 
Crowne, and drew after him the tenne 
Tribes to ldolatrie) was carried away 
capriue by > Shalmancfer King of the 
^4fly-nans, who placed his owne people 
to inhabite iamoiia. The .other of 
k Judah, was caned away into Babylon^ 
by Tfabucbadnezyear the King, fiuc hun¬ 
dred andfeuenyeeres before the bn th 
of our Sauiour, andfbrtie two veeres 
after his death was made delalace by 
theJj9WdKJ.

Thamtia the North par: of Cannot, 
abounded wnh a Wheat, Home, Oyle, 
and Balme: wherein ^dfher was feared 
as Mofes b had Prophefied.. that hee 
jh:)u'ddtp by. foot in Oyle: whofc chiefe 
Citicvsas7W<,and next vnto it Ztdon ■ 
prophefied againd by ‘ IJaiab, d Ezy- 
chiel, 'Amo s,and f Zacbanah, yet are 
they nidified before e tborazin and 
Bctbfaida.
